REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The comments in the Official Action regarding the certified copy of the priority 
document is noted. 

Claims 1-10 have been cancelled and new claims 11 to 18 added. 

Claims 1 1 to 18 have been carefully drafted to distinguish the present Invention 
from the cited prior art. The claims as now drafted stress the structure of the 
novel mixer and present several distinguishing features of the invention which 
when taken together cleariy avoid the prior art For instance, claim 11 , the only 
independent claim, recites that the mixer has a transparent open top container 
elliptical in cross sectton and having a U-shaped channel defined along one side 
of the container outside the profile of the elliptical cross section thereof extending; 
from the open top of the container vertically downward terminating at a point 
spaced from the bottom of the container. This feature Is not disclosed or taught 
by the cited prior art. 

Further claim 1 1 recites a rib extending from the termination point of the U- 
shaped channel to the bottom of the container for stability, and a locking element 
on the U-shaped channel. Neither of these features are disclosed or taught by 
the cited prior art 

Further , claim 1 1 recites a worthing part for insertion into the container and for 
sealing therewith comprised of (I) an open bottom elliptical cover having a bottom 
rim that seats on the open top of the container; This feature is not disclosed or 
taught by the cited prior art 
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Further, claim 1 1 recites a sealing grommet positioned between the open bottom 
of the cover and the open top of the container, a hollow handle that Is attached to 
the cover on one side that extends over the cover and Is attached at its other 
side In alignment with the U-shaped channel of the container and Includes a 
portion that extends downwardly therefrom, and being dimensioned to fit Into the 
U-shaped channel In sliding relation therewith, and temilnating at the lower end 
of the U-shaped channel, a lockable element on the handle that coacts with the 
locking element on the U-shaped channel to detachably lock and seal the cover 
on the container In an airtight manner, a down-gearing mounted in the hollow of 
the handle portion that extends vertically downwardly and terminates near the 
lower end of the handle within the U-shaped channel with a horizontal shaft 
projecting into the elliptical cross section of the container, and an elliptical paddle 
comprised of a frame supporting an open meshwork axlally mounted on said 
shaft for occupying the elliptical cross section of the container with clearance, 
said paddle to be driven by the down gearing, which in turn is driven by a power 
source. None of these features are disclosed or taught by the cited prior art. 

The thrust of the Invention is that when the wori<ing part is fully inserted into the 
container and sealed thereto, the down gearing coupled to the paddle transmits 
power thereto, and the paddle rotates about its horizontal axis and stirs contents 
within the container for essentially the container's entire elliptical cross section. 
The features and limitations of the invention as expressed in claim 1 1.in 
combination, are not disclosed or taught by the cited prior art. Accordingly, claim 
1 1 is patentable and Applicant respectfully requests that a timely Notice of 
Allowance be issued in this case. 

Claim 1 1 1s the only independent claim and ail other claims 12-18 are dependent 
on claim 11. directly or indirectly, and include all the recitations and limitations 
thereof, and for that reason are patentable also. 
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In light of the foregoing remar1<s, this application should be In condftion for 
allowance, and eariy passage of this case to Issue is respectfully requested. If 
there are any questions regarding this amendment or the application In general, 
a telephone call to the undersigned would be appreciated since this should 
expedite the prosecution of the application for all concerned.
